diers. As fact piles upon fact, proving 
beyond the slightest question that the sit- 
uation is unspeakably bad, one can only 
marvel that the officers of the American 
Legion have been as patient and restrained 
as they have. 


The testimony brought out by the sen- 


ate committee on soldiers" relief since it 
began its hearings, several weeks ago, 
should bring the blush of shame to every, 
government, official directly or indirectly 
responsible. 
Unfortunately the 
-whole 


matter is in such a chaotic condition that 
up to now it seems impossible to fix the 
responsibility. The latest disclosures have 
to do -with the way the thousands of men 
•who contracted tuberculosis "while fight- 
ing for their country, have been and are 
being treated. 


One •R-ould think that these sufferers 


•would be given the 
same character of 


treatment which private citizens able to 
pay the highest fees could obtain. But 
such is not the case. Far from it. Read 
what Dr. N. A. Pattison. supervisor of 
the medical service of the National Tuber- 
culosis association, told the senate com- 
mittee about the way the tubercular sol- 
diers are being treated. Dr. Pattison 
gave his testimony following a visit to 50 
hospitals in 44 states. The facilities in 
these hospitals. Dr. Pattison told the com- 
mittee, "are grossly inadequate." 3Iost 
of the hospitals now available for ex-ser- 
vice men suffering with tuberculosis are 
"wholly1 unsuited" for use and "wholly 
unadapted to the care of tuberculosis 
patients." 


To a large extent the government is util- 


izing old base hospitals, made up of flim- 
sy, inflammable structures. A particular- 
ly bad example is the hospital at Green- 
ville, S. C.. wlaeh the doctor described as 
made 
up 
of "wretched 
deteriorafpd 


shacks, involving a terrific fire hazard. 
If it caught fire in a high wind, the whole 
hospjial would soon be burned to the 
ground, probably with a heavy loss of 
life." At many of the hospitals there is 
a lack of physicians to attend the disabled 
veterans of the war. Are we, who have 
benefited by these men's sacrifices, hon- 
est when we call ourselves good Ameri- 
can citizens? 


"NOW SIX DOLLARS A DAY, 


AMEBICAN"

TO DISPENSE WITH TRANSPOR- 


TATION TAXES 


Farmers and business men will ratify 


almost unanimously the tentative con- 
clusion of the house ways and means 
committee to repeal the freight and pas- 
senger transportation taxes, or, at least 
to cut them in half. That action of this 
kind would be popular is a certainty about 
which there can be no doubt at all. Elim- 
ination or dimunition of taxes on traffic 
would be an aid and impetus to commerce, 
and. while it would not benefit the carriers 
directly, it would strengthen them consid- 
erably by enlarging the volume of traffic 
and increasing their revenue. Commerce 
and transportation would both realize 
ease and help by being relieved of this 
burden. 


Taxes on transportation are not paid by 


the carriers, and discontinuance or reduc- 
tion of these charges would not exempt 
them from payment of duties to the gov- 
ernment. The revenues of carriers is de- 
rived from shippers and consignees, and 
it is the public, not the carriers, which 
pays the taxes on freight and passenger 
traffic. Transportation taxes have the 
same effect as increases in rates. They 
are paid by the public. It is questionable, 
thei^fore, whether these taxes are justi- 
fiable, except on the ground of necessity, 
as,.they were tantamount to double taxa- 
tion and imposed an excessive load on busi- 
ness. 


Although business men and farmers 


welcome eradication or decrease of the 
transportation 
taxes, 
they 
apparently 


would not accept either as an alternative 
for the reduction of freight rates and pas- 
senger fares proper. They would still ex- 
pect the regular rates of transportation, 
which they consider to be' exorbitant, 
diminished as much as possible. 


The public expects the general liquida- 


tion of costs to extend 'to transportation, 
as well as to commerce and agriculture. 
As soon as business revives, which evi- 
dently will be in a few months, it should 
be a good policy for the carriers to cut 
their charges to the reasonable minimum 
and gather larger net 
earnings 
from 


heavier tonnage.

to the Washington disarmament confer- 
ence. There is every reason why he 
should do it.

ested in disarmament and world peace as 
are the men. Neither can it be said that 
there are not among the women of Amer- 
ica many quite as capable of taking part 
in the conference as any man who has 
been mentioned as a possible delegate. 


It is not at all unlikely that if jjie 


president would let it be known unofficial- 
ly that he proposed including a woman in 
the American delegation, other 'govern- 
ments would follow his lead.

A NEW ANTI MOVEMENT. 


The world is cursed with a number of anti organi 


aations or movements now—backed or supported by 
cranks of every description. The anti-this or anti 
that society is almost invariably made up of people 
who are incapable of a constructive thought or pur 
pose'but fanatical in tearing down or destroying es 
tablished institutions. The latest anti movement is 
one that has been launched in England against the 
physical training of girls. In tune with the move- 
ment is this from a medical woman: 


"Women who develop masculine instead of femin 


ine instincts do this at the cost of the male, potential 
which is transmitted by the father to the daughter 
in trust for the male line. Athletic women produce 
female offspring mainly and seldom have sons. 
When sons are born to them, they are apt to be 
puny and delicate, or generally effeminate or of in- 
ferior type. The cultured classes, who are mainly 
afflicted by athletic training, are failing to provide 
sons of the fine physique and the manly talents and 
nitiattve which have set our Anglo-Saxon race in 
the van of evolution." 


This medical -woman gets a bit ahead of her theory 


when she criticizes the manliness of the young Eng- 
ishman of the day. The sons of the "cultured 
classes" seemed to be right there in the late war. 


The medical woman's theory—-which she states as 


hough it were an established or accepted fact—that 
athletic mothers bear female offspring- chiefly is pe- 
culiar to herself. Such little evidence as we have on 
that score rather indicates that mothers who have 
had much physical training bear chiefly sons. 


There can be no excuse for launching any con- 


certed movement against physical training for girls 
in this country. Whatever may be the errors and

Let us pray that the childless agitators and the pro- 
fessional old maids who mother these anti move- 
ments may start no such opposition here.

Under the new minimum wage order 


of the state industrial commission 
which became effective Monday, em- 
ployers in Appleton and all other Wis- 
consin cities are required to pay their 
experienced female help at least 25- 
cents per hour. This is an increase 
of 3 cents per hour over the old wage 
scale. 


Representatives of both laborers and 


employers who- compose the advisory 
board have approved the new rates. 
During their first three months' work 
in the industry, employes must be 
paid at least 16 cents per hour, which 
is, a decrease of 2 cents under the pre- 
vious rate. The second three months' 
training calls for a. wage of at leaat 
20 cents per hour and after that time 
has expired, the employe is in the. 
"experienced" class and must be paid 
accordingly. 
x 


New wage rates were also made for 


children between the ages of 14 and 
17. Children between 14 and 16 must 
bo paid 16 cents per hour during the 
first year of employment. After that 
they are to receive 20 cents per hour. 
This is a decrease of 2 cents during 
the first year but an increase of 2 
cents after that time, as compared 
with the old rate. During their first 
six months' employment, children be- 
twen the ages of 16 and 17 are' to re- 
ceive 16 cents per hour. After that 
time they are to receive 20 cents per 
hour. 


If employers pay for work by the 


piece, the rate per piece must 'yield 
75 per cent of the workers 3 cents per 
hour more than the minimum wage 
rate provided by law. This is a pro- 
tection to the employer as he cannot 
be forced to pay slow workers the min- 
imum wage rate for piece work if they 
cannot earn it. It also gives the slow 
worker a chance to earn what he can 
without fear of losing his job if he 
cannot earn the minimum wage.
